Professor Keyes of 'Pasadena said he 


wanted to oppose parentalism In gov- 
ernment and that he js a friend of man- 
ual training. It is the duty of educa- 
tion to teach boys and girls to live and 
then hr.-w to enable thr-m to make a liv- 
ing. Today the professions are full of 
misfits and the new system of educa- 
tion would ibe a failure unless it was 
adapted to the needs of the students. 
It had been said that the school should 
not attempt to do all. That was true. 
It was true that only 15 per cent of the 
mechanics were woodworkers anc! met- 
al workers. 
Then, mathematics should 


go out of the schools, because it trained 
the mind. It -had been said that the 
curricula should not be overlooked. He 
paid a compliment to the Oakland Hig-h 
school, but said that he would take a 
boy from that school and a boy from the 
Thorp Institute at Pasadena, where 
manual training ts taught.

000. 
If a complete equipment could be 
secured at such u figure, it would be 
IioH.iibl" lo satisfy any reasonable man 
of the wi.sdom of the outlay.

count of the expense involved the com- 
mittee did not desire to recommend the 
establishment ot Independent manual 
training high schools. 
If the cities ot 
California arc to keep pace with the 
schools of the Ka.nl they must pay more 
attention to training In the secondary 
school.

PROFESSOR KEYES' VIEWS. 


Professor Keyes of T>asadena said he 


wanted to opposo parentalism In gov- 
ernment and that lie is a friend of man- 
ual training. It is the duty of educa- 
tion to teach boys and girls to live and 
then how to enable them to make a llv- 
inR. Today the professions are full of 
misfits and the ,new nystem of educa- 
tion would <bo a failure unless it was 
adapted to the needs ot the students 
It had been s>aid that the school should 
not attempt to do all. That was true. 
It was true that only 15 per cent of the 
mechanics were woodworkers and met- 
al workers. Then, mathematics should 
go out of the schools, because it trained 
the mind. It -had been said that tho 
curricula should not be overlooked He 
paid a compliment to the Oakland High 
school, but said that he would take a 
boy from that school and a boy from the 
Thorp Institute at Pasadena, where 
manual training Is taught. At the end 
of four years both boys would bo 
ready to go to the University, but at 
that time the boy from the Thorp 
Institute would stand one-third a bet- 
ter examination in 
all 
the higher 
branches in the curriculum and that 
later he would graduate as a better 
draughtsman, a better mechanic, a 
better mathematician. 
The teaching 
body Is behind the populace In the mat- 
ter. The people are ready to pour out 
money like water if the subject is prop- 
erly exemplified. He denied that pupils 
avoided studies because they went to 
manual training schools, and showed 
that In his experience there were a doz- 
en cases of application where there was 
one of shirking. 


He -moved thnt the report ot the com- 
mittee on manual training be adopted 
and referred to the proper body. 
The report was adopted, though there 


did not seem to be much enthusiasm In 
the few aflirmatlvc votes which car- 
ried the proposition.

The paper that attracted the most 
attention was on tile "New Psychology 
and Its Pedagogical Significance." 
"The origin of psychology," he said, 
"is a necessary result of a scientific de- 
sire for truth. It has been subjected to 
many unjust criticisms. It has been 
called a corruptor of youth and a soul- 
less science. It Is no more in the pro- 
vince of psychology to discuss the ulti- 
mate destiny of the soul than it is In 
the province of physiology. 
"There is more potency in mental 


than physical life. The consciousness 
of the potency o£ ideals draws us more 
towards positive teaching. One of our 
chief sins Is to teach facts as results 
Instead of tools to shape child life 
with." 
This paper was discussed by Pro- 
fes'-or Ilowison, Professor Gayley of 
Berkeley. Professor Lathrop of Stan- 
ford and Professor Lyser of San Fran- 
cisco.
